In Saline county there were five 
shipping mines—three shaft and 
two stripping operations. The shaft 
mines are slopes. 
Shipping mines were the Sahara 
6 strip and Sahara 5 and 16 slopes,

New Castle No. 2 slope. 
Slope mines worked 136,005 man 
days and mined 1,638,400 tons of 
coal. 
Strip mines worked 45,074 
man days and mined 748,888 tons.

Production figures for the five 
shipping mines were: 
Sahara 6—003,573 tons; Sahara 
I—-481,894 tons; Sahara 16—478,* 
842 tons; 
Peabody 
43 — 667,693 
tons; and Saxton—145,315 tons. 
That makes a total of 2,387.288 
tons of coal mined from our Sa­ 
line county shipping mines during 
1955 and added to this was 67,245 
tons from the local mines, which

Speculation purposes only. 
“The 
only tangible 
things to 
come out of the deal are fists full 
of 20-dollar bills which the agents 
scattered among ei*»ht or ten farm 
families for the options. 
They paid $5 an acre for one- 
year options *r buy the land 
at 
undisclosed prices. 
The 
options 
are renewable for another year 
by the prospective purchasers for 
another 15 an acre. 
No one seems to know anything 
about any of the men who came 
here. Their number was estimat­ 
ed

iro n 
six to ten. 
They worked ir pairs, and 
car­ 
ried large 
amounts 
of cash 
in 
their pockets. 
“The money did not come from 
a local bank. Most of it was in 20- 
dollar bills.”

Dulles Grave at 
Rising Tension 
In Middle East 


WASHINGTON lh—Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles said to­ 
day the United States stands be­ 
hind its pledges to help any na­ 
tion which might be the victim of 
aggression in the Middle East. 
Dulles took a grave view, at his 
news conference, of rising tension 
in the Middle East. 
He said Israel’s reprisal raids 
against Jordan, for example, indi­ 
cate a deterioration of that situa­ 
tion and failure of U. N. efforta 
earlier this year to ease Ike ten­ 
sions. 
Dulles was asked about Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’! April 9 declara­ 
tion by that the 
United States 
would help a victim of aggression 
if big trouble broke in that area. 
The reporter asked if the United 
States still stands ready to help. 
“ Yes, that still holds,” Dulles 
said. 
He said the United States would 
assist if there were aggression, but 
he did not say how this would be 
done. 
He sounded a more optimistic 
note about the Suez Canal crisis. 
In a formal statement, Dulles 
said there has been “progress to­ 
ward achieving a just and peace­ 
ful solution of the Suez crisis .** 
This echoed recent optimistic 
statements on Suez by both Mr. 
Eisenhower and Dulles. 
Dulles said the U. N. Security 
j Council had adopted “ sound prin- 
I ciples.” 
“There 
are many 
difficulties 
still in the way,” Dulles said. “No 
one can say with certainty that 
there will be a peaceful solution 
in accordance with the principles 
of justice and international law .. . 
Nevertheless each difficulty over­ 
come means one less difficulty re­ 
maining to be overcome, and we 
can thus take satisfaction from 
what occurred last week at the 
United Nations.”

The 1955 Legislature increased 
the common school appropriation 
to $201,076,850 to meet the added 
cost of an increase in the state 
formula 
for equalization aid 
to 
schools. 
The 
formula 
was in­ 
creased from $172 per pupil per 
year to $200 ner pupil per year. 
Transportation Costs Up 
Nickell said use of bus trans­ 
portation was increasing because 
of further consolidation of school 


districts and greater enrollments. 
He pointed out that in 1945 there 
were 645 buses in operation trans­ 
porting 42155 children to schools. 
lr 1955, there \ ere 1,411 school 
districts 
transporting 268,000 pu­ 
pils with 7,000 buses. 
For the school year of 1954-55, 
Nickell said, it cost the state $5,*

Plane Lands 
Alongside 
Weather Ship 


Ditching Follows 
Four Hours of 
Circling Cutter 


SAN FRANCISCO (W — A dis­ 
tressed 
Pan American 
Airways 
Stratodipper ditched in the Pa­ 
cific Ocean 1,045 miles southwest 
of here at 8:16 a. rn. PST, today 
but all 31 persons aboard were 
rescued in “ good condition.” 
Twenty-one minutes after 
the 
big four-engined Boeing 
Strato- 
clipper hit the water and broke 
in two, the U. S. Coast Guard 
weather cutter Pontchartrain ra­ 
dioed: 
“All 31 persons taken aboard. 
All in good condemn.” 
The plane, under the spit-second 
control 
of Capt. 
Richard 
Ogg, 
came 
down in 3-to-4 
foot swells 
alongside of the cutter, serving as 
the w eather station “November” 
which is stationed permanently in 
the area. 
The ship’s crew of 135, trained 
in air-sea rescues, had four boats 
over 
the side by 
the time 
the 
plane, which was forced to ditch 
after losing two engines, hit the 
water. 
The plane remained afloat long 
enough for the crew to launch two 
life-rafts and to transfer the 24 
passengers of the mixed tourist- 
first class flight to the lifeboats. 
Five minutes after the last pat- 
sanger end crew member left the 
split (dane, a Transocean Airlines 
plane over the scene reported that 
the front section of the broken 
ship had sunk. 
The ditching came after 
Off 
had circled above the Pontchar­ 
train for more than four 
hour* 
dumping 
gasoline and 
awaiting 
“more favorable” ditching coati- 
tines. 
At 8:21 a. rn. came a curt mes­ 
sage from the cutter: 
“Plane ditched. Broke in half 
on contact. 
Four rafts in water. 
Many survivors apparent. We have 
two boats in water. 
Every effort 
being made to rescue.” 
The cutter amplified the mes­ 
sage with a second two minutes 
later, saying that the plane’s tail 
assembly had broken from 
the 
rest of the ship and was floating 
away. 
The Stratodipper with an 
ex­ 
tremely light, early-week, mixed 
tourist-first class passenger load 
originally had planned to ditch at 
7:15 a. rn. PST. But after several 
dry runs Ogg made a last second 
postponement for “calmer” seas. 
First 
word 
of the 
distressed 
plane came with 
a terse radio 
message 
dispatched 
by Ogg at 
4:23 a. rn., when he radioed: 
“Dumping fuel. Will definitely 
ditch.** 
Messages Tell Drama 
At 5:03, the Coast Guard said: 
“Aircraft will definitely 
have to 
ditch. They are still orbiting over 
the weather ship but will not be 
able 
to make San 
Francisco or 
Honolulu with fuel remaining.’* 
At 5:50, the Coast Guard said: 
“Still has No. 
I engine. 
Engine 
windmilling ’n a runaway condi­ 
tion. 
He is still keeping his air 
speed at 140. Unable to feather or 
freeze No. I.** 
Shortly 
before 
7 a, 
rn. 
Pan 
American reported the plane had 
made “two dry runs at a forced 
landing.” 
A 
Pan 
American 
spokesman 
said the distressed plane was its 
Flight 6 which left Tokyo on Mon­ 
day for Honolulu and San Fran­ 
cisco. 
It 
departed 
Honolulu at 
9:30 p. rn. HST Monday (1:30 a. 
rn. CST today), and was due in 
San Francisco this morning. 
The plane carried 24 passengers 
—15 men, 6 women and 3 children 
—and a crew of 7.

Assuming their investments have 
realized the capital gains and in­ 
creases of value of stock averages 
over the past four years, the two 
candidates could easily be worth 
a million apiece today. 
The 1952 publicity on the candi­ 
dates’ financial position ended the 
controversy about this issue at the 
time. But now it is being revived. 
Four times during the 1956 cam­ 
paign Republican orators have call­ 
ed Stevenson “ the millionaire can­ 
didate.” Some add, “ with a hole 
In his shoe.” 
No less an Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration official 
than Postmaster 
General 
Arthur E. Summerfield 
made the accusation that “Steven­ 
son trades in W’all Street, yet says 
he is for the little man.” 
FOUR YEARS AGO Stevenson 
listed some 25 companies in which 
he held common stock. 
He also 
listed a few preferreds and gov­ 
ernment bond issues. 
His income 
tax returns showed an average an­ 
nual income from 
dividends of 
$35,000 before taxes. He baa $28,- 
000 after taxes. 
It has recently been revealed 
by Stevenson’s sons in a Collier’s 
magazine articles, however, that, 
“Most of Dad’s income is from 
his one-quarter share of file Bloom­ 
ington, IU., DaUy Pantograph, the 
newspaper which his mother’s fam­ 
ily founded, and from his law prac­ 
tice, when he has time to practice. 
But his expenses of keeping up the 
house and the farm, putting us 
through coUege, and his personal 
costs of campaigning are high.” 
This important disclosure is tak­ 
en to mean that if most of Steven­ 
son’s income is from his newspaper 
holding, that’s where most of his 
capital is. No facts are available 
on the newspaper’s capital worth 
or its earnings or dividend rates. 
In his WaU Street holdings, if 
Stevenson has done as well as the 
Dow Jones or New York Times 
composite stock averages, he could 
be worth about 70 per cent more 
today than he was four years ago. 
Investor Stevenson could have done 
bettor and he might have done 
worse. 
ASSUMING THAT he now holds 
the same stocks that he Usted in 
1952—which 
is highly unlikely- 
some of his 
investments would 
show handsome profits 
through 
stock dividends and spUts.

Stevenson had some turkeys, too. 
His Admiral Corp. has shown a 
seven per cent drop since 1952.

Early in 1953 Stevenson is known 
to have sold off some of his bad 
stock in the recession of that per­ 
iod. He commented wryly at the 
time on what Republican prosper­ 
ity was doing to him. 
But the market, recovered, of 
course, and went on to new highs. 
The average price of the stocks 
listed by Stevenson in 1952 was 
$37.21 per share. 
The 
average 
price as of Sept. 17, 1956, wa* 
$74.08—almost exactly double. 
IF STEVENSON’S $35,000 aver­ 
age annual income from dividend! 
represented six per cent average 
earnings, his invested capitol can 
be estimated at $572,000. 
If thia 
has increased in value 70 per cent 
it is $972,000 today. If he h at dou­ 
bled his investment, he is over 
the million mark. 
Stevenson’s other sources of in­ 
come have been more modest. His 
salary as governor was $12,000 a 
year. 
As a war-time government 
official, 
he was In the 
$10,000 
bracket. 
From 1942 through 1951, Steven­ 
son’s law practice earned only $1,. 
IOO a year on the average. 
He 
has paid more attention to his law 
business since 1952. 
But even so, 
a good bit of his time has gone to 
political campaigning, much of it 
at his own expense.

Galatia to Continue 
Pumping Water 
Into Reservoir 


Pumping of water into the Ga 
latia reservoir from Lake Galatia 
will continue for about three more 
days, Terry Fowler, superintendent 
of the Galatia water sytem , stated 
Monday. 
Galatia’s water supply is receiv­ 
ed in approximately the sam e m an­ 
ner as Harrisburg’s. 
There is a 
standby reservoir near the city 
and a lake a considerable distance 
north where water is impounded. 
When the supply in the reservoir 
gets low water is released from 
the lake and runs through an open 
ditch to the reservoir, where it 
is pumped into the reservoir. 
Two pumps, one a six inch and 
the other a two inch, with capacity 
of 1,000 gallons per minute, were 
started last week and have been 
pumping constantly since. 
The lake covers about 15 acres 
and was almost filled when pump­ 
ing started. 
The 9-acre reservoir 
has been raised I i inches, 
Mr. 
Fowler estim ates. 
Arthur Hill, president of the vil­ 
lage board, stated today the lake 
had proved its worth as the reser­ 
voir was getting low and rationing 
of water probably would have been 
necessary if the large supply in 
the lake hadn’t been available. 
"We have plenty of water for 
all regular users and can supply all 
tank trade,” it was declared.
